By Voorhees—To increase the pensions 
of those who have lost a limb, or two 
limbs, or both eyes. 
By Platt—To prohibit members of Terri­ 
torial Legislatures from

offices at the same time. 
By Turpie—To grant a service pension in 
the army and navy. 
Stewart offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, calling on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for information as to the segrega­ 
tion of public lauds capable of irrigation 
from other lands. 
Morgan offered a resolution, which was 
laid over, instructing the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee to inquire and report whether Con­ 
gress had the power to enact laws to pro­ 
hibit within States the adulteration of food, 
and whether, if such power exists, it is part 
of the power of taxation or results from the 
power to regulate commerce between States.

Tilden’s letter to the Democratic National 
Convention at Cincinnati in 1880, declining 
to be the candidate of his party, did net 
cause a minim um of the sensation which 
was felt here to day over the publication of 
Jam es G. Blaine's letter to Chairman Jones, 
refusing to allow his name to be presented 
to the Republican National Convention. 
Tilden had orally refused to become a can­ 
didate, and it was 
simply a question 
whether the Convention could compel him 
to accept a nomination. Blaine, on the 
other band, was regarded as an active can­ 
didate, expecting the nomination, and will­ 
ing, if necessary, to fight for it. His reply? 
cabled trom Paris, to the President’s tariff 
message, was regarded as a joinder of issue 
between Cleveland and him self in expecta­ 
tion that he would be the Republican can­ 
didate, on a protection platform, as against 
Mr. Cleveland as the Democratic revenue 
reform standard-bearer. 


A SUPPOSED CAUSE OF HIS ACTION. 
About a week ago some of the Republi­ 
can leaders in W ashington received inti­ 
mations that Blaine would soon issue a 
manifesto declining the nomination, and it 
was whispered about that the real ground 
for his refusal to undergo the exertion and 
anxiety of a Presidential campaign was his 
physical inability to stand the strain. It 
was known that Blaine bad gone abroad 
for his health. Bright’s disease was the 
malady from which it was said he suffered. 
After consulting the best physicians of 
Europe, and partaking of the most famous 
waters of the Old World, it was said that. 
Mr. Blaine had received no substantial 
benefit. 
Notwithstanding these reports, 
but little credence was given the rumors of 
his intended refusal to be the Republican 
candidate. 
When his letter to Jones was 
seen in print it aroused the deepest interest 
among the members of both parties. 
The interest manifested 
elsewhere is 
shown by the fact that the opinion of 
nearly every Senator and Representative 
worth having has been eagerly sought by 
newspaper correspondents to-day. Never 
in the history of Washington newspaper 
work 
lias there been such a wholesale 
demand for individual opinion as to the 
meaning and effect of any printed ielter or 
communication, public or private. 


THE GENERAL BELIEF 
Among Republican Congressmen is that 
Blaine’s declination was written in good 
faith, and that he does not intend, under 
any circumstances, to become a candidate. 
Reasons strongly corroborative of this opin­ 
ion are found in the fact that the New York 
Tribune and Philadelphia Press, the two 
leading Blaine organs of the country, ac­ 
cept his letter as a finality. 
It is also 
argued that if Blaine had intended his let­ 
ter as a double-header, designed to put 
other competitors out of the race, he would 
not have written it until near the time of 
the holding of the Convention, when its in­ 
tended effect could not have been successfuly 
discounied. 
Upon a sim ilar basis of rea­ 
soning it is said tbat if Blaine had not 
fully determined to retire from public life 
he would not have given his old friends 
this opportunity to make new alliances 
and give pledges to other candidates. It is 
somewhat singular, among Blaine’s many 
friends in the National Legislature, that 
more expressions of regret have not been 
beard anent his declination of the party 
leadership. There seemed to-day to be 
A GENERAL FEELING OF RELIEF 
Among Republicans that Blaine had de­ 
clared 
himself 
not 
a 
candidate and 
an anxious desire to 
accept his let­ 
ter as final. This feeling is undoubtedly 
due to the belief that if Blaine was a candi­ 
date the Democrats would retain the active 
co-operation of the Mugwumps in New 
York, and ihe silent aid of tile Stalwart 
wing of the party, which has stubbornly 
refused to swallow Blaine or to train with 
his followers. 
A majority of the Democratic Senators 
place no confidence in Blaine's pronuncia- 
mento. 
They think 
he is ambitious, 
shrewd and tricky, and that his letter is 
adroitly worded to create a feeling that will 
compel’ the Republican National Conven­ 
tion to nominate him 
by acclamation. 
W hatever the contrary opinion may be, it 
is certain the majority ot the Republicans 
in Congress regard it as certain that the 
letter is conclusive that he will nut be a 
candidate. 


VIEWS OF PACIFIC COAST MEMBERS. 
Following are the views of some of the 
Pacific coast Senators and Representatives 
upon Blaine’s letter. Senator Stewart said : 
“ I believe that Blaine is entirely sincere in 
refusing to be a candidate for the nom ina­ 
tion. He could not have written such a 
letter and been otherwise than siucere. I 
believe there at e men in the party who 
could poll more votes for President’ than 
Blaine. I do not like to discriminate among 
men who are elligible as candidates of the 
par.)-, but it sees to me that General Sheri­ 
dan—if the convention should see fit to 
nominate him —would be a very strong 
man before the people. 
He is a native of 
Ohio, and a big man intellectually. Blaine 
is very popular on the Pacific coast, but 
any good Republican nominated on a pro­ 
tection platform will carry the full Repub­ 
lican vote of California and Nevada.” 
Senator Stanford said : “I regard Blaine’s 
letter as honest aud sincere, andas express­ 
ive of his determination not to accept the 
Republican nomination for President. I 
tnink his explanation will be a relief to 
many who are friendly to him and would 
have supported him, had he been a candi­ 
date for the renomination, yet who in their 
hearts felt that there was great possibility of 
his defeat. Blaine’s letter leaves the party iu 
a position of being able to select a candidate 
who can poll the full party strength. No 
man lhat we can nominate’would probably 
arouse a personal enthusiasm among the 
masses oi Republican voters like Blaine, 
but it is now in the power of the partv to 
choose a candidate who will command the 
Mugwump vote and the vote of the stal­ 
wart faction in New York that has always 
been opposed to Blaine and his friends. " I 
believe that Blaine's refusal to be a candi­ 
date will defeat Cleveland for the Demo­ 
cratic nomination. 
With Blaine as the 
Republican 
candidate, 
Cleveland 
was 
reasonably sure to obtain every Independ­ 
ent and Mugwump 
vote 
that 
he re­ 
ceived in the last campaign, and per­ 
haps 
to 
gain 
some 
more 
from 
the 
Republican ranks. By the nomination of a 
good Republican not "identified with any of 
the old factional quarrels of the party, 
Cleveland cannot hope to poll more than 
the regular Democratic vote in New York 
State, and that vote, in my judgment, will 
fill off considerably on "account of the 
recent free trade message sent by tbe Presi­ 
dent to Congress.” 
Senator Mitchell said: “ I believe that 
Blaine was entirely sincere ir his letter 
declining the nomination, but notwith­ 
standing that it is my judgm ent that be 
will be renominated and will accept the 
nomination. 
He will be forced to accept it, 
as there is no one so popular in the Repub­ 
lican party as Blaine on the Pacific Coast, 
and in Oregon especially, and in my opin­ 
ion no one so popular in the rank and tile 
at the party throughout the country. 
My 
judgm ent is that Blaine's refusal to accept 
the nomination may tend to give Cleve­ 
land’s enemies an advantage in the Demo­ 
cratic Convention and to prevent his nom i­ 
nation. I am sorry for this, for after the 
message Cleveland has sent to Congress on 
the subject of tbe tariff I regard him as the 
weakest man the Democrats could put in 
nomination.” 
Senator Jones, of Nevada, savs; “Blaine’s 
letter is a manly, patriotic document. 
He 
has risen superior to all personal consider­ 
ations to m aintain the great 
principle 
of 
protection 
to 
American 
indus­ 
tries. 
which is the cardinal tenet of 
Republican faith. If in his letter Blaine 
had said that he was not a candidate forre- 
nomination, it would not have been con­ 
vincing; bat when he says that his name 


shall not be presented to the Republican 
Convention, I cannot refuse to believe his 
word. Blaine is perhaps personally the 
most popular Republican in the country 
to-day, but he has bitter enemies, as well 
as warm friends, particularly in the State 
of New York—a State which, by the way, 
it is most im portant for us to carry in the 
next campaign. 
His declination of the 
nomination leaves the party in a position 
to choose a candidate who can heal the 
wounds Blaine’s nomination would have 
reopened.” 
Representative McKenna said : “Blaine’s 
letter is an admirable one in itself. 
It fur­ 
nishes the best reason why the Republican 
party should not allow Blaine to decline 
the nomination. If he is the choice of a 
majority of his party it is his duty to 
accept it, I can see nothing in it that "pro­ 
hibits him from accepting tlie nomination, 
should it be tendered him, and know of no 
Republican who would poll a larger vote 
on the Pacific coast than Blaine.” 
Mr. Felton said : "I think that Blaine’s 
letter shows an absolute withdrawal from 
the Republican ticket. 
If he had con­ 
sented to be a candidate I am sure he would 
have received the nomination, and I am 
quite confident that no person could have 
polled so large a Republican vote as he. I 
have read Blaine’s letter carefully, and 1 
cannot see anything in it that will prevent 
him from accepting the nomination, should 
he desire to do so. 
I accept, however, his 
refusal to be a candidate as written iu good 
faith, and I believe the Republican party 
will have no trouble in finding a man to 
run for President upon a protection plat­ 
form who will poll the full strength of the 
party throughout the country.” 
Representative Morrow says ; “California 
has for many years been a devoted follower 
of Blaine, and had he been a candidate he 
would have the enthusiastic support of 
every Republican west of the Rocky Moun­ 
tains. I accept his refusal as made in en­ 
tire good faith, and we will evidently have 
to look elsewhere for a Presidential nomi­ 
nee.”

tial candidacy. 
There can be no doubt as 
to the sincerity of Blaine in this matter. 
Circumstances may arise that will compel 
his friends to refuse to accept this as a final 
answer from Blaine. 
Ex-Senator Platt said : 
“ Do I believe 
Mr. Blaine to be out of the race for the 
Presidency now? 
Yes, I do. I believe 
Blaine means every word of that letter. I 
have had reason io know for some little 
time that such a letter was forthcoming.” 


CONGRESSMEN INTERVIEWED. 
W ashington, February 13th.—Blaine’s 
letter was the leading topic of political 
gossip to-day. Blaine’s friends in Congress 
show a desire not to express their opinion, 
but intim ate that the letter only emphasizes 
the disinclination which he has shown to 
press his claim for nomination. Prom inent 
men known as opponents oi Blaine hail 
the letter as an actual withdrawal on his 
part from the Presidential race. 
Among the prominent Democrats in both 
bouses the expression seems to prevail that 
the letter is far from establishing the fact 
that Blaine will not be the Presidential 
candidate. 
Senator Allison says; 
“ I regard Mr. 
Blaine as perfectly honest and sincere. His 
letter was not, in "my judgm ent, written for 
any ulterior purpose. There is, of course, 
nothing in the letter that could prevent the 
Convention from nominating Blaine, but 
I do not anticipate any action of that sort.” 
Senator Frye sa id : 
“ I suppose Mr. 
Blaine was entirely in earnest when he 
wrote his letter, at the same time it con­ 
tains nothing that prevents the Convention 
f om nominating him , and throws all the 
responsibility off his shoulders, if he j 
should take the nomination. 
He could I 
say that he did not force the party to give I 
him the honor.” 
Senator Blair said; “ I believe Blaine is | 
sincere in his refusal to be a candidate, and , 
we must look around for a new m an.” 
Representative Dingley. of Maine, said ; ! 
" Mr. Blaine is honest in his refusal to be Í 
a candidate. 
I have personal knowledge 
that he does not want the nomination, and 
his declaration to that effect is no surprise 
to me.” 
Senator Davis, ot Minnesota, said : “ I 
hope this letter will set at rest all the re­ 
ports that Blaine is willing to sacrifice the 
Republican party to his personal ambition. 
He does not withdraw because he fears the 
defeat of his party, lor he proves the con­ 
trary in his letter. 1IÍ3 letter is sincere, 
and he will be one of the foremost to help 
the party to success.” 
Senator Frye said : “ I think the letter is 
exactly what it purports to be—an instruc­ 
tion to Blaine’s friends not to present his 
name in theConvention. 
Itdoes not debar 
the Convention from selecting him, if it 
chooses.” 
Senator Chandler said ; “ The party both 
loses and gains by his withdrawal, ft loses 
the effect of his popularity on the Pacific 
coast and the thousands ol votes which he 
alone can gain from the Irish-American 
Democrats. It loses also the enthusiasm 
which his name would inspire everywhere. 
The gain is the support of the small per­ 
centage of Republicans who are hostile to 
him. These being reconciled to the party, 
it would be completely united, and this 
union will give us a Republican victory. 
The free trade message of Cleveland will 
probably result in detcating his renom ina­ 
tion, so we will pretty surely have a new 
ticket on both sides.”

W a sh in g t o n, February I3th.—A decis­ 
ion of particular interest and importance to 
Californians was rendered by the United 
States Supreme Court to-day in the Chinese 
im migrant case of the United States against 
Jung Ah Lung. Lung, the appellee, was a 
Chinese laborer who resided in the United 
States on November 17, 1880, and who con­ 
tinued to reside there until October 24, 
1883. 
H e then left San Francisco for 
China, taking with him a certificate of 
identification issued to him by tbe Col­ 
lector of that port in the form required by 
the 4th section of the Act of May 6 .1882. 
This certificate was stolen from him in 
China, and remained outstanding and nn- 
canceiled. Upon returning from China to 
San Francisco Jung Ah Lung was not 
allowed by the Collector to land, for want 
of his certificate, ami was detained in cus­ 
tody in the port by the master of the vessel, 
by direction of the Customs authorities. 
On a writ of habeas corpus, issued by the 
District Court of the United States, it ap­ 
peared that he corresponded in all respects 
with the description contained in the regis­ 
tration looks oi the Custom-house of the 
person to whom the certificate was issued. 
He was therefore discharged from custody 
and the order of discharge was affirmed by 
the Circuit Court. This Court, in an opin­ 
ion delivered by Justice Blatchford, holds : 
First—That Jung Ah Lung was in cus­ 
tody under or by color of the authority of 
the United States, and that the District 
Caurt had jurisdiction to issue the writ. 
Sec nd—That the jurisdiction of 
the 
Court was not affected by the fact that the 
Collector had passed on the question of al­ 
lowing the person to land, or by the fact 
that the treaty provides for diplomatic ac­ 
tion in case of hardship. 
Third—That the case of JuD g Ah Lung 
was not to be adjusted under the provisions 
of the Act of July 5. 1884. where they dif­ 
fered from those of the Act of 1882. 
Fourth—That in view of the provisions 
of Section 1 of the Act of 1882, in regard to 
Chinese laborers arriving by sea, as dis- 
tinquished from those of Section 12 of tlie 
same Act in regard to Chinese arriving by 
land, the District Court was authorized to 
receive the evidence it did in regard to the 
identity of Jung Ah Lung, and on the facts 
it found to discharge him from custody. 
The judgm ent of the Circuit Court is 
therefore affirmed. Justices Harlan, Field 
and Lamar dissented from the opinion of 
the Court.

A meeting of the Local Executive Com­ 
mittee of tbe National Educational Asso­ 
ciation was held at San Francisco on Sat­ 
urday evening, at which the Music Com­ 
mittee reported that two of their number, 
Messrs. Wilson and O’Connor, had been 
charged with making arrangements for the 
concert to be given daring the Convention. 
An allowance"of $2,000 was voted to them 
for this purpose. 
Messrs. Anderson, Campbell and Wilson 
were appointed a committee toso arrange 
matters that teachers coming to attend the 
Convention could travel over the railroads 
at reduced rates.

Hen- arc a doacn 
or more of the most enticing and ruinous 
of gambling schemes “ run * ojaudy atwl in 
broad day, and engaging tlx* feverish inter­ 
est and constant investment of hundreds of 
boys of 10 and upwards and men of all ages. 
In fact, the whites more patronize these 
Chinese lotteries than the Mongolians. 
< tffieials look on complacently, have full 
knowledge of the violation ol the law, and 
not only make no attem pt to ar rest the 
offender», but the latter are not apparently 
at all concerned nl>ont the presence of the 
officials. 
There can be no other conclu­ 
sion drawn from this state of affairs 
than this ; either the officers are too lazy 
and indifferent to do their duty, or they 
are under instrucliot s to let the Chinese 
gaining go on. 
If the first is the true so­ 
lution, then every last one ol the officers 
evading duty should be bundled out of the 
departm ent; if th e second supposition it 
correct, then whoever gave the instruction 
should ho promptly broken from office and 
exposed to public contempt and execration. 
There is no escape from the judgm ent that 
the police departm ent in this m atter is 
paralyzed by incompetency, or is grossly cor­ 
rupt. 
The Commissioners, as judges in 
the case, if they interest themselves suffi­ 
ciently to investigate, will be able to arrive 
at one or the other of these* conclusions, 
only. 
But having stud this much, to mak 
no concealments whatever, the Rkcokd- 


U x io n is of the opinion that the police 
officers are comparatively blameless in this 
whole matter. The responsibility rests wit! 
the Police Commissioners, three officials 
who know precisely why Chinatown is one 
long, drawn-out, ulcerated gambling den, 
corrupting men, women and children, and 
sowing the seeds of vice that will bring a 
harvest of misery aisl sítame to homes of 
this city as surely as sunshine and rain 
will make grasses spring from the soil. 
The close quarters into which the Police 
Commission is driven really excites some 
compassion. The decrees of local bossism, 
while autocratic, and their bonds flesh-exact­ 
ing, have at least this v irtu e ; they do not 
make fish of one and flesh of the other ; 
they do not give license to white gamblers 
to ply their vocation and deny it to the 
heathen. 
Nevertheless, the condition of 
affairs in Sacramento concerning police 
inefficiency is a burning shame. 
There is 
need for some drastic remedy to eradicate 
the moral ulcers that are eating at the 
political heart of the community.

An immense I «sly of mechanics from 
the railroad shops in this city yesterday 
marched as escort at the funeral of their 
late comrade ami chief, A. J . Stevens. 
W hoever looked upon that body of well- 
clad, intelligent men, and noted the evi­ 
dences they gave of comfortable condition, 
and liieir independent ami manly hearing 
must have been impressed with the fact 
th at the American system gives us far 
U 'tter results among mechanics and skilled 
workers than is possible in Europe. Every 
man in the line yesterday is a sovereign 
factor in the governm ent; he receives good 
wages, is responsible to his God and the 
law only : has equal voice in the conduct 
and policy of the country with all others, 
and represents a system that fosters inde­ 
pendence, progression, thrift and intelli­ 
gence. 
No industrial center in Europe 
could make a showing of wage-earners 
from mechanical works that would a t all 
compare with that of yesterday in the 
comfort and possibilities represented, i fere 
there is no lim it set to the ambition of 
any one of this vast body of independent 
workers. 
It is his right and privilege to 
aspire to any position and accomplish any 
end his skill, providence and intelligence 
can aim pass, 
lie stands upon a perfect 
level with all his fellows before the law, 
and no decree can deprive him of a single 
privilege that will not apply to any 
other citizens of the State under like 
cireunntanees. 
Unlike the wage-earners 
of most other lands, he is iiedgcd in by no 
conditions through which he may not 
break. 
He is the arbiter of his own des­ 
tiny, and no power can command him to 
lim it his aspirations. 
The foreign agi­ 
tator who comes to America to kindle dis­ 
content among such men and inflame them 
against the American system meets with 
very poor success as a rule, and the reason 
is evident. 
It was made manifest yester­ 
day to whoever looked into the faces in 
the procession of 
railroad 
mechanics. 
There is but little danger that such citi­ 
zens, knowing tlieir rights, understanding 
the limitless privilege of American citizen­ 
ship, and the guarantees of a free govern­ 
ment, will be wou over to Anarchism and 
vicious assaults U(Kin tiie government of 
their own making and control, or to assim­ 
ilate with the rascally foreign crew that 
immigrates to this country for the purpose

against a system that represents the best 
manhood and the broadest human possi­ 
bilities known to civilization.

MR. BLAINE'S DECLINATION. 


Mr. Blaine has written a letter declar­ 
ing that he will not be a candidate for the 
Republican Presidential nomination. 
He 
chose the Chairman of the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee through whom to ad­ 
dress the people. This in itself shows such 
purpose and determination that it must be 
taken as a fixed fact that he will not per­ 
mit his friends to use ids name in the m at­ 
ter. 
Expression has already been made 
that despite this declination the Conven­ 
tion may nominate him, and that he may 
be constrained to accept. 
This is really 
impossible, with honor. 
Mr. Blaine by 
sucli a positive declination, and made so 
far in advance, is pledged to all other as­ 
pirants for the nomination not to recon­ 
sider liis resolution, unless, indeed, very 
speedily. Certainly he eouid not, with 
any sort of grace, l>ecome r. candidate at a 
late hour, and after his competitors for the 
honor had made a campaign for the nom­ 
ination, u}nm tin* faitli of his non-inter­ 
ference. 
The litte r to Chairman Jones 
puts .Mr. Blaine out of the fight for the 
Presidency, and political sj>eculation to 
that extent is narrowed. 


W e are told that pushing, scrambling 
and irritable crowds are jammed each 
Sunday in front of the church attended by 
Mrs. Cleveland at W ashington. 
They are 
not attracted there by religious motives or 
there m ight lie some excuse for their 
boorish conduct. On the contrary, it is 
only a vulgar desire to get a sight of the 
President’s wife and comment on her per­ 
sonal appearance. On the 4th inst. the 
crowd swelled into a mob th at stormed 
and struggled and finally threw half a 
dozen people on the pavement, trampling 
them under foot, and finally the police 
had to be called in to restore order.

T h e Citizens’ Committee of New Or­ 
leans has addressed to the Legislature of 
Louisiana a remarkable paper. It is a pro­ 
test by a body of solier-minded and upright 
citizens against the disfranchisement of 
some 10,000 voters in New Orleans.

Eliot is courageous, and it is to Ik* re­ 
gretted that lie lias not the power to make 
iiis protest effective. 
The intercollegiate 
•ontests serve no purpose whatever except 
to withdraw from study, supplant the in­ 
tention of collegiate courses with the phys­ 
ical games of the day, and to lead voung 
men into extravagances of exertion that 
do them , in the majority of cases, serious 
harm. 
Moreover, the contests of late 
years have grown so heated that bad blood 
lias been engendered that does not cool 
with the close of class courses.

contests, without pitting colleges against 
each other. 
These should have but one 
contention—the struggle of each to pro­ 
duce the best scholarship.

The little town of W ashington, just across 
the bridge from Sacramento, is an expensive 
luxury to the county of Yolo. She ought 
to make a present of it to Sacramento. 
The Mail of yesterday says: 
The town of W ashington, ]>erched (un­ 
fortunately) on the Yolo bank ot the placid 
Sacramento, will be embalmed in historical 
memory for its famed production of the 
conventional vag. In this isolated burg the 
genus vag seems to propagate and thrive 
with as much spontaneity and ubiquity as 
mushrooms in a hotbed. And while ye 
vag furnishes a convenient revenue to the 
zealous array o f officials oí Washington, 
the drain on the county treasury is such 
that aitout two more such municipalities 
would deplete the public exchequer and 
throw the county into bankruptcy. 
Som e tim e ago the Mail m ade a caustic 
ei|K > su re oí tin* alarm ing tram p and vag 
production of W ashington tow nship, and it 
seem ed to have a good effect in either driv­ 
ing aw ay th at elem ent or inodirating the 
official ze il of the energetic innbs of the 
lav.. 
A t least there was a startling falling 
off iu th e m onthly Constable and Justice 
hills, and it was thought by m any that the 
vags had inaugurated a boom elsewhere. 
But, alas ! if they did depart their stay was 
lim ited, and the official zeal that tired the 
neart of the W ashington Constable, though 
teniporarilly sm othered, has hursted fort li 
again iu ail us wonted vigor, ardor and en­ 
terprising energy. 
The judicial erm ine of W ashington is 
worn by two dispensers of justice, and tw o 
Constables, with num erous deputies, are 
necessary to guard th e public peace. 
It 
appears, however, from the m onthly bills 
against the county, th at one of the Courts is 
not as well patronized as the other, owing, 
no doubt, to the presum able fact th at the 
ubiquitous vag and the m ythical tram pare 
m ore happily disposed ot in a Court of Ju s­ 
tice where the Judge and Constable realize 
that the em olum ents of office are better to 
them than justice is to the people of Yolo 
county. 
F or last m onth the hill oí G. T. W itham , 
Justice fees, was $111. 
T he bills of H ugo 
Kronialt and W in. H arm es, Constable fees, 
were $7'! 40 and $!I6 8U respectively. The 
item ized bills show the arrest and convic­ 
tion of thirty-four vags and three peace 
disturbers. T here is one healthy, ii not 
hopeful, feature about these bills, however, 
over those ot form er tim es. 
The nam es 
given to the vags indicate either a new in ­ 
voice of subjects or th at the Court has pro­ 
cured a new vocabulary of nam es. 
It is 
true that m any of tli in double up w ith 
am azing frequency, especially those of the 
Sm ith and Collins fam ilies,but there is a fall­ 
ing off of the M urphys, the O’Connors, etc. 
Judge B right's Court lias not been doing 
such a thriving business in the vag line, his 
bill for the entire m onth being only $30. 
W ashington m ay be a sm all town, of 
little cosm opolitan pretensions, but when 
it comes to official zeal and m aking out 
bills against the county, even W oodland 
m ust take a back seat. 
T he bill ot Judge 
Buggies for last m onth was only $32, and 
th at of the Constables $44, yet W oodland 
has a population of 5,000 and W ashington 
about 500. 
It is gratifying to know , however, that 
this vein of official zeai does not perm eate 
tiie boson of all the officers of W ashington 
tow nship. Justice B right has been before 
tin* Board of Supervisors, asking them to 
m ake an investigation of the loose m anner 
o f conducting the official business of that 
town, w h icb .it is openly declared, am ounts 
to nothing m ore than robbery of the county 
funds.

THE LAST SAD RITES 


HAMMOND'S 
CAMPAIGN. 


A SorieH of Open-Air M eeting*— An­ 
nouncements for the Week. 
A series of open-air meetings was begun 
last evening as an adjunct to the H am ­ 
mond 
ngelistic campaign. 
Rev. Mr. 
M cllatton held a meeting at the Second 
and K streets Mission, which was largely 
attended. At Sixth and K, in front of 
Politz’ store, Mr. H am m ond spoke from a 
two-horse wagon, with the consent of the 
proprietor. 
Mr. Hammond said the meet­ 
ing was held with the consent and courtesy 
of Mayor Gregory, and he and the Rev. 
Mr. Somers held a great crowd attentively 
for half an hour. Then the line of march 
was taken up for the Pavilion, many fol­ 
lowing. This service will be continued 
from night to night, commencing a few 
minutes before 7 o’clock. Mr. Hammond 
also announces his intention of holding 
noon meetings in the vicinity of the rail­ 
road shops, as he did when here thirteen 
years ago. 
In the Pavilion singing had already be­ 
gun before Mr. H am m ond arrived, most of 
the ministers of the city occupying seats 
on the platform. Itev. Mi. Winton onened 
the service with prayer and made the an­ 
nouncements. According to his usual cus­ 
tom in his Monday evening services, Mr. 
Hammond said that the meeting would 
have a varied programme ; for himself, his 
talk should be largely a bible-reading, 
based on the fourth chapter of the Acts of 
the Apostles, and reading the chapter in 
portions of a few verses each, he kept up a 
running commentary on the subject iuat- 
“

I wish I could get men to see, 
and get Christians to see, that they are 
living in the dispensation of God’s Holy 
Spirit, and that men

It is

It is poured out into the world of men as 
the sunlight is poured out on the earth. 
God is willing to coiue into hum an hearts, 
in the power of his spirit bringing salva­ 
tion, and God’s spirit is efficient for the 
work. Refore the power of God’s spirit I 
care nothing for any opposition. I would 
not care if there were 500 men around this 
building threatening to burn it down, if 
only there were 500 Christians inside pray­ 
ing. 
We need more praying in the spirit.” 
After the close of Mr. H am m ond’s talk 
he called on Rev. Dr. Hopper, of the First 
Baptist Church, and he made a stirring 
address, calling on men to turn to God. 
He said in the course of his rem arks: 
" You are all of you deciding by your ac­ 
tions, if in no other way, to-night what the 
future of your souls is to be ; whether you 
are to be eternally with Christ or in'the 
blackness of darkness forever.” He urged 
men to decide for Christ at once. 
Following Dr. Hopper, Mr. Hammond 
made a stirring exhortation, saying that 
there was gospel enough in the chapter 
commented on to save 10,000 souls. The 
inquiry meeting followed, very few of the 
audience retiring. There seems a steadily 
rising tide in the meetings, and there are 
indications of a great work and of much 
moral profit to the city. The morning 
meetings continue 
every morning this 
/0*veek at 9:50 o'clock at the Central M. E. 
Church, Eleventh street, between 11 and I, 
and the evening meetings at the old Pa­ 
vilion, preceded by the open-air meeting at 
Sixth and K. Mr. Hammond as yet sets 
no time for the close of the meeting. 


F ill O u t th e R ow . 
On the south side of Capitol Park, be­ 
tween Twelfth and Fourteenth streets, sev­ 
eral shade trees are missing from the fine 
row of cork elms growing there. This 
space should he filled out this spring, but 
would it not be prelerable to have at least 
each alternate tree of sour orange or mag­ 
nolia in place of those that are leafless 
during the winter season. Cannot the Sec­ 
retary of State, who is so carefully looking 
to the preservation and improvement of 
the Capitol building and grounds, have the 
necessary trees planted ? 
Also, would it not greatly beautify the 
eastern portion of Capitol Park to plant 
some of the sour orange, magnolia, etc., in 
that portion of the grounds, as the only 
trees or plants now there, beside trees that 
are bare in winter, are palms. If some of 
the semi-tropic evergreens were added, it 
would very greatly increase the attractive­ 
ness of the grounds, and aid in the especial 
direction that Sacramento needs to pursue 
until the winter season barren appearance 
of shade trees gives place to semi-tropic 
verdure.

The large funeral of the late A. J. Stevens 
which took place in this city yesterday tes­ 
tified to the great moral worth of the de­ 
ceased, and the love and affection in which 
he was held by the citizens of this com ' 
m unity. That he was a friend of the labor­ 
ing class was clearly demonstrated by the 
fact that 
fully 2,000 employes of the 
Southern Pacific Company turned out to 
attend the last sad rites of the man who 
had bnilt up the shops in this city and 
ever regarded an honest toiler as one of the 
noblest works of God. Never in the his' 
tory of Sacramento did the death of one of 
her citizens cause such universal regret; 
never before were all the people so united 
in deploring the loss of so good a man, and 
the grief-stricken family had the sympathy 
that welled up from every heart in Sacra­ 
mento. Quiet, unassuming, a man of rare 
genius, to know him was to love him, and 
even those who had not the honor of an 
acquaintance knew of him as a man en­ 
dowed with rare ability, one whose life 
had been devoted to the building up of the 
finest railroad shops in America, a true and 
steadfast friend of Sacramento. 
Out of 
high regard to his memory, the busi­ 
ness houses of the city closed during the 
hours of the funeral service, and the citi­ 
zens turned out en masse filling for the 
time the streets for several blocks in the 
vicinity of St. Paul’s Church, where the last 
sad rites were held. 
At an parly hour yesterday morning 
floral contributions began to arrive at the 
church, and were taken in charge of and 
placed in position by Mrs. B. A. W orthing­ 
ton, Mrs. Maggie Breen and Mrs. J. R. 
Watson. In num ber and beauty of struct­ 
ure their equal was never witnessed in Sac­ 
ramento. They were from the floral gardens 
of this city, Oakland, San Francisco and 
San Jose. 
They completely filled the 
spacious chancel, and filled the air with 
their fragrant perfume 
Among the more 
conspicuous were the following : 
From the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, a large and handsome repre­ 
sentation of the emblem of their Order, 
consisting of a large circle of bay leaves 
tastefully interwoven. 
The background 
was made of violets, in the center of which 
was suspended the letter “ E,” constructed 
of camellias, hyacinths and gilly flowers. 
Pendant was a representation of the golden 
bar of the badge, and on a groundwork of 
white flowers, wrought in violets, were the 
appropriate words, “ Our Friend.” 
The employes of the foundry contributed 
an immense floral wheel, aspokeand a por­ 
tion of the rim gone, in ihe center of which 
was a star of violets. 
The offering from the toilers in the boiler 
shop consisted of a boiler five feet in 
length and standing five feet high. The 
body of the piece was of blue violets and 
the fire-box of variegated pansies. At the 
top, worked in violets, were the initials of 
the deceased “A. J. S,” and beneath the 
words “Our Tribute.” 
One of the handsomest pieces was that 
contributed by the workmen in the m a­ 
chine shop, and represented engine No. 48 
—the locomotive in which was first placed 
Mr. Stevens’ patent valve motion. 
The 
engine was four feet in length and con­ 
structed of flowers beautifully harmonizing 
in colors. On the tender, worked in deli­ 
cate flowers, were the letters “0. P .” The 
tender and fire-box were filled with the 
choicest flowers tastefully and artistically 
arranged. 
W . P. Coleman contributed a pillow con­ 
structed principally of camellias, with the 
word “ R est” worked across the center in 
violets. 
Colonel and Mrs. Ed. R. Hamilton 
sent in a handsome piece—a broken wheel, 
a spoke and a portion of the rim gone— 
which stood upon a column fully three feet 
in bight. The spokes were of blue pansies, 
the tire of ivy leaves and the rim of 
camellias, gilly and wax flowers. 
The men who labor in the blacksmith 
shop contributed a large floral piece repre­ 
senting a steam hammer. It was con­ 
structed of yellow, pink and red roses, 
white ami blue hyacinths, red carnations 
and violets. 
The machine shop employes contributed, 
in addition to the locomotive, a mammoth 
and beautiful floral design of the ferry 
steamer Piedmont. It was nearly six 
leet in length and 
elegantly propor­ 
tioned, and the very best effort of the 
florist's art. It w assom ethreefeetin hight, 
with upper and lower decks, wheel and 
pilot-houses, 
tlagstaffs, etc., worked in 
(lowers of every hue, harmonizing in colors, 
all arranged artistically. On the wheel- 
house, worked in violets, was the word 
“ Piedm ont.” The same shops contributed 
a large and handsome floral settee, on the 
top of which was the word “ Rest ” and 
beneath the emblem of hope, both worked 
in violets on a white back-ground. 
The employes in the blacksmith shop 
also contributed an anvil of violets and 
pansies, surmounted with a vase made of 
gilly and wax flowers, interspersed with 
roses. 
One of the handsomest and most elabor­ 
ate offerings came from the car department 
and was a representation of a sleeping-car. 
It was five feet in length, with wheels, 
platforms and the main body of the car 
made of pansies, violets, camellias and 
other flowers. 
Besides the above there was a large num ­ 
ber of floral contributions sent in without 
cards attached, which consisted of broken 
columns, stars, anchors, harps, etc. 
At half-past eleven the workmen at the 
shops assembled in their respective depart­ 
ments, and under the m arshalship of C. C. 
Bonte, marched four abreast through the 
depot to Second street, to J, to Eighth, 
to St. Paul’s Church. When the column 
reached its destination it numbered fully 
2,000. In this line were many delegations 
of railroad men trom the towns and cities 
along the line of the various railroads con­ 
verging at this city. As many as could 
marched in and took the seats reserved for 
them, while the others remained on Eighth 
street. 
No services were held at the family resi­ 
dence and here were found only the mem­ 
bers of the family and immediate relatives. 
The casket was covered with a deep black 
pall. On the casket was a silver plate upon 
which was inscribed: 


Died, F ebruary 11. 1888. 
ANDREW J. STEVENS. 
Aged 54 years, 4 months and 2S days. 
At 12:80 the honorary p»ll-bearers formed 
in the stairway leading to the residence, 
look charge of the casket, transferred it to 
the hearse and then followed it to the 
church. W hen the remains arrived at the 
house of God the streets were literally 
packed with people. As the funeral cortege 
entered the church Dr. Von Herrlich met it 
in the main aisle reading the Episcopal 
funeral service. The remains were depos­ 
ited in front of the altar, surrounded by the 
numerous elegant floral offerings, while 
the choir sang the beautilul burial chant. 
They then sang that song of songs: 
Nearer, my God, to thee, 
Nearer to thee! 
E’en though it be a cross 
That raiseth me, 
Still all my song shall be 
Nearer, my God, to thee! 
At the close of this beautiful and appro­ 
priate hym n Dr. Yon Herrlich stepped 
forward to preach the fnneral sermon. He 
chose for his text 2 Samuel i : i , 38: 
*’ Know ye r.ot that a prince and a great 
man hath fallen in Israel.” 
His remarks 
were eloquent, fervent and full of feeline. 
In referring to the deceased, he said: 
“ From apprentice to machinist, from fore­ 
man to engineer, from engineer to superin­ 
tendent, and from that to master mechanic, 
with Napoleonic will and power, he rose 
from the lower rank of mechanical skill 
until at last he became a prince in the 
realm of mechanics, like the successful 
general on the field. He marshaled the 
organized forces of labor from victory to 
victory and from trium nh to trium ph. 
W ithout going over the past, those stepping 
stones over which he passed from position 
to position— from the apprentice shop at 
Concord. New Hampshire, until he stood

prince 
of 
mechanics 
and Master 
Mechanic of the great Southern Pacific 
Company, all of which in its detail sis given 
to vou in your leading journal this morn­ 
ing, we will look at ihat life in its more 
’ general aspects—not always the one con­ 
' spicuous in public, but the one whose life 
I and its resuus are telt—as gravitation and 
electricity are noiseless but powerful. Such 
nieu make life a joy and a blessing; lift 
man up out of toil and drudgery, giving 
: him time and opportunity for more intel­ 
lectual and spiritual progress. But how 
incomplete: how unfinished ; what a little 
narrow view of God’s worx and design, if 
such a life should end now with these 
‘ funeral rites aud honors. Looking up from 
this master mechanic to the Great Master 


Mechanic who rules and guides the m ar­ 
shalled forces in life, we realize that just as 
the earthly mechanic never constructs a 
complicated and beautiful piece of ma­ 
chinery and workmanship merely to de­ 
stroy it when it is completed and ready to 
accomplish the result lor which it was con­ 
structed, so God must begin w ith the de­ 
sign of continuing. Any other conception 
of existence than that of progress and con­ 
tinuity beyond this life puts God below the 
average of the most ordinary mechanic, 
who never constructs simply to destroy 
each specimen of hisskill beforeits comple­ 
tion. Any other conception of life than that 
of continued existence, life beyond, lowers 
God, whose laws of progression and evolu­ 
tion, of advancement and progress, are 
seen running all through life and nature ; 
lowers the nature and intelligence of God 
beneath the love and goodness, the wis­ 
dom and justice of an ordinary parent or 
the average mechanic who never works 
aimlessly or without a purpose.” 
He closed his sermon with the following 
extract of a poem from his own pen which 
appeared in the R ecord-U n io n of Saturday 
last: 
But w ait!—by and bye—“ when the mists roll 
away,” 
And we stand in the light of eternity’s day:— 
When no longer we look uu the dark of the 
glass. 
But “see face to face” as his plans come to pass. 
We will find, tho' dark colors are mixed with 
the bright. 
That the fabric is perfect—the weaving was 
right. 
Life is not iron fate—irreversible doom, 
For the band of the Lord ever shuttles the loom ! 
And his great final purpose, now unknown aud 
untold, 
Will be seen by and bye, when the web is un­ 
rolled ! 
So one thought I'd impress—just lay it to heart, 
Never judge of the whole by life's little part. 
For how could we tell what a painting would be, 
If only one dash of the brush wc could see ? 
So whatever may be the theories of men, 
God's view is eternal, man's “three score and 
ten." 
There’s one other thought in which all must 
agree, 
That no one can say “I am all I can be!” 
For just as in each tiny acorn we see, 
There lies, undeveloped, the great towering 
tree, 
So in each human soul great capacities lie, 
Which will grow and expand as the ages roll by, 
And just as the great towering tree could not " 
Be confined to the space of a small flower pot, 
So the soul with its powers to grow and expand. 
Seeks the sunshine ami room of God's better 
land. 
And just as the eaglets—confined to their nest, 
Which is built 'mid the crags, on the mountain's 
high crest. 
Look far over the peaks, at the blue arching 
sky, 
Then flutter their wings—though powerless to 
. 
fl>' 
Yet feel all the while that at some future day 
Their wings will be strong, they will soar far 
away; 
So the soul now confined to this life’s little 
home, 
With its powers so weak—its wings not yet 
grown, 
Feels that God did not mean that this brief little 
span 
Was all of existence—the real home of man ! 
The choir then sang “ Beyond the Sigh­ 
ing and the Weeping.” 
Alter which Rev. 
Dr. Von Herrlich offered up a fervent 
prayer. The choir then san g : 
Rock of Ages, cleft for me, 
Let me hide myself in thee I 
Let the water and the Mood, 
From thy wounded side which flowed 
Be of sin the double cure 
Cleanse me from its guilt and power. 
Bishop Wingfield pronounced the bene­ 
diction, the "Dead March from Saul” was 
played 
and 
those assembled 
marched 
around the casket and took their last look 
at the remains. After those in the build­ 
ing viewed the dead they filed out at the 
north entrance and others were admitted 
at the south door. 
The choir was composed of Mrs. J. C. 
Bainbridge, soprano; Mrs. Addie Carter, 
contralto; A. Sanborn, tenor; H . W . Car­ 
roll, b ass; Mrs. A. T. Pinkham , organist. 
The selections were as follows: The Epis­ 
copal Burial Chant; ‘ Nearer, My God, to 
T hee;” “ Beyond the Sighing and the 
W eeping;” “I Heard a Voice from Heaven;” 
funeral march, organ; “ Thy W ill 
Be 
Done:” organ obligato. “ Adieu, ’Tis Love’s 
Last G reeting:” “ Rock of A g e s “ Dead 
March in Saul,” Handel, organ. 
There were twentv honorary pall-bear- 
ers, as follows : A. X. Townel J. A. Fill­ 
more, J. R. Watson, Ben Welch, Gov­ 
ernor W aterman, W. P. Coleman, Benj. 
Smith, B. U. Steinraan, Bert W orthington.

The active pall-bearers were: A. Younger, 
John Hillhouse, J. H. Hussey, A. Phelps 
and John West. The following officiated 
as ushers at the church:

John Denny, Niles Searls Jr. and Howard 
Stillman. 
After the services at the church were con­ 
cluded the railroad employes, under the 
direction of Grand Marshal C. C. Bonte. 
formed in line four abreast, and proceeded 
along the west side of Eighth street to J, 
along the north side of J to Second, along 
Second to the depot, when they were 
halted. They extended from the depot to 
the center of the block between 1 and J. 
The ranks were then divided, and the 
many thousands in line and that thronged 
the sidewalks stood with uncovered heads 
while the casket containing the remains 
was taken from the hearse and carried 
through the line to the depot. Here the 
body was placed upon the 3:30 train for 
Oakland, where it will be interred to­ 
day with impressive Masonic ceremoniis. 
A guard was appointed to take charge of 
the remains on the train and turn them 
over to the Masonic fraternity of Oakland. 
It consisted of the following well-known 
employes of the railroad com pany: Ex­ 
Mayor Jahez Turner,Stephen Uren. George 
Driggs, Benjamin Smith and A. J.G ardner. 
The train was drawn by locomotive No. 
178, which was heavily draped in m ourn­ 
ing—Jam es Abbey engineer and Andrew 
Rider conductor. A large number of Sac- 
rainentans accompanied the remains to 
Oakland.
